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The armored barracks in Szolnok now hold a Soviet armored unit of 200 men 
equipped with T~34 tanks. At the same barracks there is a Hungarian armored 
unit of 1,200 men, with 24 T-34 tanks, 12 Csepe.1 trucks, each with a heavy 
machine gun, 3 radio cars, 2% trailers, each with a light machine gun, 6 s/p 
4 Skoda personnel carriers, 6 commissary trucks. The Hungarian War 
Ministry has ordered that the Hungarian troops be kept apart from the Soviets . .
